New Ruling for 

Water Company 



CANNOT REFUSE SERVICE TO NEW 

PATRONS ON ACCOUNT OF 

PREVIOUS TENANT'S BILLS. 



The Springfield Consolidated Water 
Company, Saturday, was directed by 
the Public. Service Commission to lile 
within lift eon days a new regulation 
governing; the payment, of bills. 

The Commission holds that, "electric, 
gas and telephone utilities almost; in- 
variably deal directly with the con- 
sumer and seem 1o Mud the safeguards 
sullicient to protect their interests," 
and that 1he Commission has decided 
in a number of cases "that it is un- 
reasonable to refuse to deal with :i ten- 
ant." 

This is interpreted to mean that new 
tenants will not have to pay bills ig- 
nored by predecessors. 

The decision is a matter of consider- 
able interest to the patrons of the 
water company, in that ii disposes of 
an issue which has been the occasion 
of a great deal of dilliculty hereabouts. 

The coiupnnv has steadfastly refused 
in the case of a change of occupants of 
a property to give service when it de- 
veloped that the previous occupant had 
failed to pay the full amount of the 
previous bill. This has served, in a 
number of instances, hereabout, where 
disputes between retiring occupants and 
the company arose, to prevent others 
from occupying the place, except that 
the newcomers assumed the unpaid or 
disputed bill. There were also certain 
regulations under which the company 
required the imvniont of bills to insure 
continuation of service. 

The complaints of the local patrons 
were laid before the Commission recent- 
ly by Walter T. Sanborn, of Xarberth, 
who was denied service by reason of an 
unpaid bill by a former owner of the 
property.

Wholesale light and power service 
(maximum demand): Kilowatt hours 
in the second block decreased from 
4,000 to 3,000 and the third block elim- 
inated. 

Increases. 

Stand-ard terms and conditions: De- 
layed payment charge of 5% of amount 
of bill instead of 1 cent per kilowatt 
hour for consumption in second and 
third blocks, which may result in an 
increase. Standard power factors for 
all customers of S0%. for demands of 
less than 30 kilowatts, of 00% for de- 
mands between 50 and 1,000 kilowatts, 
of 05% for demands over 1,000 kilo- 
watts instead of S0% applicable to rates

CARRIERS FOR NEW SERVICE. 

ENDS LONG EFFORT. 



The new combined Bala-Cynwyd 
Post Otlice, for which civic and otl>'r 
agencies of the twin suburbs have work- 
ed for years, will become a fact next 
month. Its establishment will give the. 
people of Bala-Cynwyd letter carrier 
service. 

"Bala-Cynwyd" will be established 
as a socoml-elass post ollice. The main 
otlice will be located in quarters in the 
new Morion Title Building branch of- 
fice at Montgomery avenue and Lland- 
rillo road, now Hearing completion. A 
sub-post otlice will be established in 
King's old drug store at Union and 
Bula avenues, Bala. 

Charles J. Hnnsell, the present post- 
master at Cynwyd, will assume charge 
as postmaster of the Bala-Cynwyd of- 
fice. The force will include an assist- 
ant postmaster, several clerks and three 
carriers. 

In connection with curriers announce- 
ment is made that an examination un- 
der the civil service for carriers is 
scheduled for December 11, and Mr. 
Hansel! would like to sec some local 
men try for the position, which is open 
to anyone from IS to -15 years of age. 

Miss Martha Lukens, at the Cynwyd 
Post Office, is the local representative 
of the civil service organization and 
can give all information. 

The civil service examination for 
these positions is not the fearsome thing 
one might suppose, but is worked out 
along sensible lines, so that everyone 
who takes it has a reasonable chance of 
passing. 

The starting salary is $1,400, after 
the substitute period, and the amount is 
automatically increased each year $100 
until it reaches $1,800. Men of nhility 
pass on through promotions, based on 
merit, to positions paying still higher 
salaries.

This coal was purchased from two of 
the leading anthracite companies, with 
whom we have hail honorable dealings 
i'or 12 to lo years. The price at the 
mines on stove ami nut si/.ts varied 
from +".;!.") to +11.25 per ton. Freight in 
both eases was +:U7, including tax. 
Hauling charges amounted to .fil.iiO per 
ton llni. 

Hills, etc.. will be gladly shown at 
our nllice at any time to interested 
parties. 

Out of our gross margin must be de- 
ducted taxes, repairs, insurance, ollice 
11111I yard wages, together with all other 
overhead charges, amounting, we fear, 
to a minus quantity which is as, of 
course, it should he. 

Prior to the rule of the peimle or 
the Commission role of the railroads, 
back to the good old days when the 
wicked railroad men ran their own busi- 
ness ami ran it successfully, Narberth 
paid the same freight as any other 
Philadelphia receiving station, but un- 
der the iron mandate of the people's 
representatives. Narberth pays 2S S-lUc. 
per ton more than most of our neigh 
bars within the same hauling /.one. 

We tried to get this freight rate 
changed hack- to old conditions several 
years ago and were politely refused. 
We are told that only vast populations - , 
not individuals, have weight with the 
Commissions.

pike, tliey never would have paid the 
price they did pay for the road. In 
many places il had been lime stone. 
but this in the conr.-e of years crumbled 
to dust, and in repairing these sections 
it meant an entire new fouinlat ion. 
This is now being replaced by trap- 
11 ok. This same thing held tine with 
other sections that had practically no 
ti undation at all. " Il would have been 
better" said Mr. Mollield. "if we had 
only known ihe condition of the road 
fouinlat ion. to have built an entirely 
new road instead of repairing it."

Montgomery Pike should be finished, 
if the weather permits, in a few days, 
and most of the road running from 
Jlavorford to Cynwyd, through Cynwyd 
to City Jane, should, with good care 
and several surface treatments, last 
for about ten years. 

Repairs at the presold time are being 
conducted along the lines of the best 
methods of road construction. The re- 
pairmen laid .'!7"i feet on one of their 
best 1. ays. This was the record day's 
work. 

All of the county roads — seventy 
miles in all — lie on the other side ol 
the river with the exception of .Mont- 
gomery I'ike. which is .">.

These are all in good repair and run 
through some of the finest country in 
Eastern Pennsylvania. This section

It has lieen very dillicull during the 
past past six years to secure the ap- 
proval of the Legislature on additional 
roads. 

A movement is on foot to have the 
West Chester I'ike extended to the 
Main Line section, and it developed 
that conlracts have been let to improve 
West Chester I'ike from Philadelphia 
to West Chester. 

Much misunderstanding exists 

throughout the county and criticism 
is thoughtlessly and undeservedly heap- 
ed upon the Commission hecanse of lack 
of knowledge on the part of the public 
as to the ownership of certain roads: 
therefore, the County Commissioners 
are placing signs at the beginning and 
end of all county roads in order to 
advise the public as to its ownership. 

A patrol is maintained by the county 
over all county loads so that they may 
be repaired at once with n minimum 
of cosl. 

Sonic of the residents of the township 
feel that because -17',; of the county 
taxes come out of Lower Morion Town- 
ship more money should lie spent here,

Parks and Playgrounds 



COMMITTEE OF MAIN LINE CITI- 
ZENS' ASSOCIATION WANT 
MORE GROUND PURCHASED 
AT BRYN MAWR— NEED 
SUPPLIES. 



The Committee, on Parks and Play- 
groumls was started iadepenilently of 
other organizations by a group of in- 
terested men and women under the 
leadership of .Mrs. .James IX "Winsor. 
At a time wlien tlie idea was quite lieu* 
in rural or suburban districts they met 
together to work for a public play- 
ground. In order not to increase the 
number of organizations along the line, 
they decided to work as a committee 
of the -Main Line Citizens' Association. 

Willi no funds and no ollicial encour- 
agement, they obtained the use of a 
lot in Ardmore and had tin: children 
and teachers themselves raise t lie 
money to purchase equipment anil pay 
a director fur two years. After this 
trial period the Township Commission- 
ers, being convinced of the value and 
importance of the work, purchased the 
property and established the beautiful 
playground in Ardmore on a permanent 
basis. The original apparatus is still 
in use and the committee continues its 
interest ami co-operation. It hopes soon 
to put in a wading pool, as part of the 
money has already been given for this 
purpose. The grounds are open all day 
and every day except Sunday and the 
little park at the entrance makes a 
beautiful breathing space at all fimes 
for young and old. 

In Pryn Mnwr the work lias not pro- 
gressed so far. The ground has been 
purchased at the rear of the public 
school, but llie improvements have not 
yet been made. Apparatus loaned by 
the Community Centre has been set up. 
and a director and his assistant are on 
duty every day except .Sunday. Lumber 
and sand have been given for a sand 
box. 

The Hisses Black have kindly loaned 
the use of part of the woodland near 
the school, where the children may play 
in the shade. This property is held for 
sale, and it is hoped that the Commis- 
sioners of Lower Meriou Township will 
buy it as a valuable addition to the 
playground and provide a park some- 
what like the one in Ardmore. 

The public, park on Lancaster ave- 
nue, at Hryn Mawr .Station, is also the 
result of the activities of tliis ri.iiiniit- 
tee. II is tented at a nominal fee from 
the Pennsylvania Hailrond Company, 
and maintained by the .Main Line Citi 
zens' Association for the use and en- 
joyment of the public. 

As (his district builds up the need 
of such open spaces will be more and 
more evident, and it is the desire of 
this committee to see additional play- 
grounds and parks established either 
by individual effort or through official 
action. 

The present chairman of the com- 
mittee is Mrs. Koscoe T. Anthony, of 
AVynncwood. She asks that the gen- 
eral public lend its support and en- 
couragement to this work for ,!v3 little 
citizens, as well as for those of a 
larger growth who wish to spend their 
leisure moments in the open air. Tlnr.i 
is great need in the Bryn Mawr play- 
ground of benches and a long (able at 
which the little children can draw and 
paint. Also small buckets and shovels 
are needed for the sand box.
